A shift in the emphasis frgm the 
ancient to the modern has caused re- 
organization of the Kuropean history ; 
Work, which will be put into effedt 
next year, according to Uie announce- 
ment of this new policy by the History 
Department. 

The course In Ancient History given 
by Professor Kayser and that in Gen- 
eral Kuropean by Dr. Uagutz will be 
abolished and in place of them Dr. ; 
Kayser will give a course called "Sur- . 
vey of Ancient and Mediaeval His- 
tory" and Dr. Uagatz will conduct a 
Survey course lu Modern History. Ac- 
cording to this new arrangement 
there will be only half of one year’s 
course devoted to Ancient History and 
a whole year to Modern; the arrange- 
ment now is the opposite. These two 
clas.ses will be primarily for fresh- 
nieii like the two now given. 

These two men will also each give 
year courses for advanced students, 
which will deal entirely with the so- 
cial and cultural phases of study. 
Professor Kayser will treat "Med- 
iaeval Civilization” and Professor 
Kugatz “Kurope since Waterloo.”
